Basham Says Romulus, Ecorse 
Businesses To Receive Funding 


State Senator Raymond E. Basham (D-Taylor) 
said he applauds the Michigan Strategic Fund's selec- 
tion of two businesses in his district to receive a total of 
$4,178,000 in bond proceeds. Both bond allocations, 
which were announced this week, are part of the Private 
Activity Bond Program. 

"Supporting the growth and expansion of these 
viable companies will ensure their future success, and 
we all benefit from that," said Basham. "Business in- 
vestments such as this will stimulate the local economy 
and, ultimately, bring valued jobs to our region." 

Kreher Wire Processing, Inc. of Romulus will re- 
ceive a $2,695,000 bond allocation to help finance the 
17,570-square-foot expansion of its facility, as well as 
the purchase and installation of new machinery and 
equipment. The company, located at 34822 Goddard 
Road, provides steel processing operations, including 
annealing, pickling, coating, and wire drawing. 

Packaging Specialties, Inc. —located at 100 Labadie 
in Ecorse — will receive a $1,483,000 bond allocation. 
Packaging Specialties will use the funds to acquire and 
install new machinery and equipment for its production 
of corrugated containers. 

According to Basham, private activity bonds are 
issued to finance projects for manufacturers and certain 
nonprofit corporations. The Michigan Strategic Fund 
acts as an intermediary between a borrowing company 
and lending party to lessen the cost of borrowing be- 
cause the interest paid to the bond buyer is exempt from 
federal, state, and local taxes.

Second Cell Phone Waiting Area 
Opens at Detroit Metro Airport 


The Wayne County Airport Authority has opened a 
second cell phone waiting area at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport (DTW) just in time for the holiday travel rush. 

The new area, located on inbound Dingell Drive, can 
comfortably accommodate at least 50 vehicles. Drivers 
who enter DTW from the south will find the 1,000-foot 
lane on the left-hand side, whether they access Dingell 
Drive from I-275 or from westbound Eureka Road. The 
18-foot-wide lane is clearly marked with signs. 

“The cell phone waiting lane for the Smith Terminal, 
which opened October 30, has successfully reduced 
congestion at the arrivals curb,” said WCAA CEO Lester 
Robinson. “This new area, more convenient for the 
McNamara Terminal, will hopefully have the same impact. 

“We still recommend that the best way to meet.an 
arriving passengeris to parkin a short-term lotand meet 
your party in the bag claim,” he continued. “However, 
many people simply drive out to the airport and try to sit 
at the arrivals curb at the time the flight is due to arrive. 
Airport Police cannot allow vehicles to linger at the curb, 
so they move them along, creating congestion on the 
roadways. Since most people now carry cell phones, it 
works much better for the arriving passenger to call their 
tide once they are at the curb with their luggage. 
Vehicles in the cell phone waiting areas will get to the 
arrivals curb within moments.” 

The Smith Terminal cell phone waiting lane is on 
inbound Rogell Drive. Follow the signs for arrivals. The- 
lane is on the right, just past the point where the 
departures (upper) level lane veers off to the right.

Just drive through your neighborhood 
and see how many houses you see up 
for sale. | realize that the economy is 
bad. | hope that the administration real- 
izes it, too.
